Immedi- 
ately over ibis rock, some flftj or sixty feet 
high, the guide pointed out tons the Wy- 
andotte Chief, which on closel., examining 
il, found thut il is raider a correct image of 
uu Indiuh chief with fancy ear-rings dang- 
ling from bis curs. On and on we went go- 
ing deeper and deeper into the earth till we 
came to Rauditti Hall. No pl«ce over bore 
» more appropriate noane for it is a wild 
looking region indeed. leaving this hall 
we crawled through a narrow passage about 
twenty feet in length which hrvught us into 
a low avenue called Hals' Lodga, on account 
,,l the g.eul number d! bats which go there 
in the Winter season. I thougiii this u 
very appropriate name for tliie' avenue, for 
it seems that all the bats in tha world con- 
gregate in the Wyandotte, tad. from tb „ 
amount of bats found iu ibis cave, there is 
surely none left for other cavos. Uut of 
Hals' i/odge we passed through Counter- 
Iclcr's Trench, an artificial cut ill the 
earth, (hough, high enough to walk through 
erect.

terfeiters. Our next scene was Hugged 
Mountain, an elevalion ol nbout forty feel, 
and it is rugged, to be sure.

Ha top is benul dully 
fringed with fancy slalnclites from the 
midst of which, at one place, Irinkles oul a 
ittle spring of pure water which is caught 
n a jar below for visitors to drink.

mit. Presently a lighl began upon the top 
of the high hill, so high and far oft' that 
the guide looked much smaller than bis 
usual size.

Glazed Pots for Plants. 

Whether glazed or unglazcd pets ure best 
fur house-plants has been a matter of dis- 
pute, the weight of authority being in favor 
of the latter. The fact is that both sides 
are right, as it depends much upon circum- 
stances whether plants will do best in Ihe 
one or in the other. The following note on

Spontaneous Ignition of Hay. * 

A case of what seemed to be spontaneous 
combustion in a hay mow occurred at North 
Amherst, Mass., in July last, and the ques- 
tions are naked, Are such occurrences pos- 
sible, and if so, nre they frequent? With- 
out doubt it is possible for hny to ignite 
spontaneously, but it does not often occur, 
to England the farmers have no barns, and 
the hay crop is slacked in large heaps oul 
of doors. These hay-ricks, as they are 
called, have Wen known frequently to lake 
lire iu the interior, uud consume to ii-lm.s. 
When last in Knglaud, M r-u.an.la.-. b) have 
pns.ed, in traveling, a farmer's premises 
where the hay-ricks hud been burned the 
nighi before from spontaneous combustion, 
us alleged.
